To County Audits s: 
G e n t l e m e n : 
Y our attention is called 
especially to section 795, subdivision 13 i 
and section 836 of the Revised Laws of 
1905 and to chapter 87 of the General 
Laws of 1907. 
The first relates to the 
granting of the $100 exemption, which 
under an opinion of the attorney gener­ 
al can not he give by the county audi­ 
tor if the person assessed has not made 
a verified list of all his personal pro- j 
perty according to law; the second re­ 
fers to the listing of credits, which the 
assessors can not offset by indebtedness 
unless the person assessed makes a 
verified list of debts; and the third to 
the power of auditors to refuse to issue 
certificates to assessors whose hooks i 
do not comply with the law. The en­ 
forcement of these provisions of law 
by your office will be appreciated by 
the commission and in their judgment I 
will aid materially in securing a more 
careful assessment.
